He Condition of Man in this World is fo 
limited and depreſſed, ſo relative and im- 
perfe&, that the beſt things he does he 
does weakly, and the beſt things be hath 
are imperfections in their very conſtiturion, 
T need not tell how little it is that we knows the greateſt 
indication of this, is, that we can never tell how many 
things we know notz and we may ſoon ipan our own 
knowledge, but our ignorance we Can never fathome, 
Our very will, in which Mankindepretends to be moſt 
Noble, and Imperial, is a direct flare of imperfeRtion 5 
and our ycry libertie of choofing good and evil is per- 
mitted to us, not to make us proud , but to make us 
humble for it ſuppoſeth weaknels of Reaſon, and weak- 
nels of love. For it we underſtood all the degrees of a- 
mabilitie inthe Service of God, or it we had ſuch love 
to God as he delcrves, and fo perfe& a conviction as 
were fit for his ſervices, we could no more deiberates For 
libertie of willis like the motion of a Magnetick needle 


toward the North, tull of trembling agd uncertaintie, 
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till it were fix'd in the beloved point; it wavers as long 
aSitisfiee, and is at reſt when it can chooſe no more, 
And truly what is the hope of Man? Itis indeed the re- 
ſurreRion of the Soul in this World from ſorrow and her 
ſaddeſt preſſures, and like the twilight to the day, and 
the Harbinger of joy 3 but ſtill it is but a conjugation of 
infirmities, and proclaims our preſeat calamity, onely be- 
cauſe it is uneafic here, ir thruſts us forwards towardsthe 
light and glories of the reſurreRion. 

For as a worm creeping with her b-lly on the ground, 
with her portion and ſhare of Adam's curſe, lifts up its 


-head to partake a littlz of the bleſſings of the air, and 


opens the junRures of her imperie& body, and cutls her 
little rings into knots and combinations, drawing up her 
fail to a neighbourhood of the heads pleaſure and moti- 
on; but ſtill it muſt return to abide the fate of its own 
nature, and dwell and fleep upon the duſt: Soatrethe 
hopesof a mortal Man: he opens his eyes and looks up- 
on fine things at diſtance, and ſhuts them again with 
weakneſs, becauſe they are too glorious to behold : and 
the Man rejoyceth becauſe he hopes fine things are ſtay- 
ing for him z but his heart ake;, becauſe he knows there 
are a thouſand ways to fail and mils of thoſe glories : 
aad thaugh he hopes yet he enjoys not ; he longs, but he 
poſſeſſeth not, and muſt be content with his portion of 
duſt ; and being 4 worm «and no Man mult lie down in 
this portion, before he can receivetheend of his hopes, 
the Salvation of his Soul,in the reſurrection of the dead. 
For as death is the end of our lives, (o is the reſurrection 
theend of our hopesz and as we die daily, ſo we daily 
hope: but deaih which is the end of our life is the en- 
largemeat of our Spirits from hope to ceitainty, from 
uncertain fears to certain expeRations, from the death 


of the body to the life of the ſoul; thatis, to partake * 
the 
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the light and life of Chriſt, to riſe to life 25 he did foi 
his refurreRion is the beginning of ours. He died for 
us alone 3 not for himfelt; but he roſe again for himſelf 
and us too, SoOthatif he did riſe, ſo ſhall wes the re» 
ſurreRion ſhall be univerſal 3 good and bad, all ſhall riſe, 
but not all together, Firſt, Chriſt, then we that are 
Chriſtsz and yet there is a third Reſurrection, though 
not ſpoken of heres but thus it ſhill be, The dead in 
Chri# ſhall riſe firſt3 that is, next to Chriſt ; and after 
them the wicked ſhall riſe to condemnation. 

So that you ſee, here is the ſumme of aff.irs treated of 
in my Text, Not whether it be lawful to eat a 10r:0i/e 
or a Muſhrome, or to tread with the toot bare , upon the 
ground, within the Otaves of Eaſter. 1t is not here in- 
qair'd whether Angels be material or immaterial; or 
whether the dwellings of dead Infants be within th 
air, or inthe Regions of the Earth 5 the inquiry he:e ts, 
Whether we are to be Chriſtians or no? whether we arets 
live good lives or no ? or whether it be permitted to us to 
live with luſt or covctouſneſs aRed with all the Daugh* 
ters of rapine and ambition ? whether there be any ſuch 
thing as fin ? any judicatory for conſciences, any re- 
wards of Pie y , any difference of good and bad, any re- 
wards after this lite ? this is the deſign of theſe words ty 
proper interpretation: for if Men ſhill die like dogs and 
ſheep, they will certainly live like Wolves and Foxes : 
but he that Þbclicves the article of the Reſurrection, 
harh entertain d the greareſt demonſtra'ion in the 
World , that acthing can make us happy but the know- 
led;,e of God, and conformity to the life and death of 
the Holy [eſus: Here theretore are the great hinges of 
all Religion, 1, Chriſt is already riſen from the dead, 
2. Wealo hill riſe in Gods time and our order. Chriſt 
as the fi. ſt truus, But there ſhall be a full hary:& of = 

Reſur- 
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ReſurreRion , and all ſhall riſe, My Text ſpeaks only 
of the reſurre@ion of the juſt , of them that belong to 
Chriſt 3 explicitely,I ſay,ot theſe zi and therefore direaly 
of reſurreRion to life eternal : but becauſe he alſo ſays 
that there ſhall be an order for every Man g and yet eve- 
ry Man does not belong to Chriſt; theretore, indire&- 
ly, alſo he implies the more Qaiverſal reſurreRion unto 
judgement, But this ſhall be the laſt thing that ſhall be 
done; for according to the Proverb of the Jews3 Afz- 
chal flies but with one wing, and Gabriel with two g 


. God isquick in ſending Angels of peaces and they flie 


apace, but the meſſengers of wrath come ſlowly : God 
is more haſtie to glorifie his Servants than to condemn 
the wicked. And therefore in the fory of Dives and Las 
zarus we find that the beggar died firit; the good Man E4- 
zarus was firſt taken away from his miſery to his com- 
fort; and afterwards the rich Man died : and as the 
g00d many times dit firſt; ſo all of them riſe firſt; as if 
14 were a matter of haſtes and as the Mothers breaſts ſwell 
aad ſhoot and long to give food to her babez ſo Gods 
bowels did yearn over his baniſh'd children , and he _— 80 
cauſe then: to cat and drink in his Kingdom. And at laſt, 
the wicked ſhall riſe uato condemaation, for that muſt 
be doneto03 every Man ia his own order, Firſt Chriſt. 
Then Chriſt's S-ryvants, and at laſt Chriſt's Enemies, The 
fir Þ of theſe is the great ground of ow Faith, The ſecond 
is the conſummation of all our hopes. The firſt is the 
foundation of God that ſands ſure, the ſecond is that 
ſuperſtructure that ſhall neyer periſh, By the firſt we 
believe in God unto righteouſneſs : by the ſecond we 
live in God unto Salvation; bur the third, for that alſo is 
true, and muſt be conſidered , is the great affcightmear 
of all them thatlive uagodly.

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Ir was at firſt doubted of by all that were concerned g 
but they that ſaw it bad no tealon to doubt any longer. 
Bur what's that to us who ſaw ic not? Yes, very much. 
Kaldt dubitaium eft ab lis, ne dubitaretur 4 nobis, ſaid S: 
Auſtiv, They doubted very much , that by their cen» 
firmation we might be eſtabliſhed, and doubt no mojxe. 
Mary Magdalen ſaw him firſt, and the ran with joy and 
ſaid fhe had ſeen the Lord, and that he was riſen from 
the dead; but they belies d ther not. Aﬀirr this, altvers 
women togtther ſaw him, and they told ic, but had no 
thanks for their pains, and obtain'd no credit among the 
Diſciples, The two Diſciples that went to Emaus ſaw him, 
talk'g with:him,' ate wich him, and they ran and told it. 
They told true, but no body 'believ'd rhem. Then S, 
Peter ſaw him, but he was not yet got inte the Chair of the 
Cathilick Church 3, they did not think him infallible, and 
ſo they believ'd him not at all. Five times in one 
day he appeard ; for after all this, Fe appeard 
to the Elevenz they - were indeed tranſported with 
joy and wonder, but they would (carce believe 
cheir own eyes, and though they ſaw him they doubted. 
Well, all this was not enoughz-he was ſe:n alſo of Fames, 
and ſuffered Thomas to thruſt his hand into his fide, 
and appeared to S, Paul, and was ſeen by five hundred 
brethren at once« So that there is no capacity of Man- 
kinde, notime, no place, but had an ocular demonſtrati- 
on of his Reſurre&tion.

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Earth to many, and to S. Paul and S. Stephen from Hes 
ven: Sothat we can require no greater Teſtimony than all 
theſ: are able ro give us, and they, ſaw for themſelves, 
aad-tor us too, that rhe F aithy and certainty of the reſwrre- 
Hon of Feſus might be conveyed to all that ſhall die,

Now this being matter of fa&, cannot be ſuppos'd in- 
finite, bur limited to time and: place, and theretore to be 
prov'd by them who ar that time were upon the place 5 
good menandrrue, fimple and yet loſers by the bargain, 
many and united, confident and conſtant, preaching ic 
all their life, and ſtoutly main'aining it at theic death. 
Mena that would not deceive others, and Men that could 
not be: deceio'd themſelves in a matter ſs notorious, and ſo 
prov'd, and ſo ſeen: andif this be not ſuffictent credibility 
in 4 matter of Fat# as this was, then we can have no 
Story: credibly tranſmitted to us, no Records kept, no Acts 
of: Courts, no narratives of the dayes of old, no Tra- 
ditions. of our Fathers, no memorials of them in; the 
third Generation, Nay, if from theſe we have not 
ſufficient Cauſes and Argwments of Faith, how ſhall we be 
able to know the Will of Heaven apon Earth ? unleſs God 
do not only tell it once, but alwaics, and not onely alwaies 
to ſome Men, but alwaies to all men : For it ſome 
Men muſt believe others, they can never do it in any 
thing more reaſonably than in this z and if we may not 
truſt chem in this, then without a ual Miracle 
no Man could have Faith: for Faith could never come by 
hearing ; by nothing but by ſeeing. But if there be any 
uſe of Hiſtorie, any Faithin Men, any honeftie in man- 
ners, any Truth in humane eatercourſes it there be any 
uſe of Apoſtles or Teachers, of Embaſſadours, or 
Letters, of ears or hearing z if there be any: ſuch thing

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or in tuition, then we m:y beas ſure that Chriſt the firſt- 
fruits is alrcady riſen, as all theſe credibilities can make 
us. Bat let us take heed, a5 God hates alye, ſo he hates in- 
credulity ; an obſtinate, a fooliſh and pertinacions under- 
ſtariding. What we do every minute of our lives in mat- 
ters of title and great concernment, if we refuſeto doit 
in Religion, which yet is to be conducted, as all humane 
affairs are, by humane inſtruments and arguments of 
perſwaſion proper to the na'we of the thing it is an 
OE as croſs to humane reaſor, as it is to Divine 
Faith, 

Bur tk:is Article was fo clearly prov'd; that preſently 
itcam-<topa(s that Men were no longer aſham'd of the 
Croſs, but it was worn upon breaſts, printed in the 
air, drawn upon foreheads, carried upon Banners, put 
upon crowns Imperial, preſently it came to paſs thatthe 
Religion:of the deſpiſed Jeſus did infinitely prevail: a

Airs Pamphilius did 
ſo after-ten dayes, And it. was ſocommonly believ'd,

from theſe inſtances it may be concluded that they be-

For God knowing that the great hopes of Man,that the ? 


biggeſt endearment of Religion, the S?11nRions”'privare 
Tuftice, the band of pietie and holy courage, does wholly 
derive from the Article of the Reſwrreftion, wis/plens'd nor 
only to make itcredible, but eafie and familiar ro us; and 
we ſo converſe everynightwith the image of death, that 
every morning we find an argument of the Reſurre&ton. 
Sleep and Death have but one Mother, and they have one 
wame 11 common,

Charnel Houſes are but zouilipe,Cometerics or fleepin 
laces, and they that dye are fallen aſleep, and the Re- 
acretion is* but an awakening and Ranging up trom 

flcep; butin fleep our ſenſes are as faſt bound by Narure, 
as our joynts are by the-grave-clothesz and unleſs an 
Angel of God awaken ts every morning, we muſt confeſs our 
ſelves as unable ro convetſe with Men, as we now are 
afraid todye and ta converſe with Spirits. But however 
death ir ſelf is no more; it is but darkneſs and a /hadow, 
a reſt and a forgetfulneſs. © What & there more 16 death, 
what & there leſs in fleep? For do we not ſee by expe- 
rience, that nothing of equal loudaeſs Joes aw ake us 
ſooner than a Man's voice, e p_ , if he be called by name ? 
and thus alſo it ſhall be in the Reſurre&ion,. We ſhall be 
awakened by the yoice of a Man, aid he that called 
Lazarts by nathe from his grave, ſhall alfo call us : fot 
although 
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although St. Pal affirms, that the Trumpet ſhall ſound, 
and there ſhall be the woice of an! Archangel , yet this is 
not. a word of Nature, but of Office and Miniſtry : 
Chriſt himſelf is that Archangel y, and he ſhall deſcend 
with a mighty ſhout ( (aith the Apoſtle ) and alt that are 
in the Graves ſhall hear bu voice, ſaid Saint Fohn, lothat 
we ſhall be awakened by the voice ofa Min, becauſe 
we are onely fallen :fleep by the Decree of God and 
when the Cock and the _e; call us upto prayer and 1a- 
bour,the firſt thing we ſee is an Argument of our Re- 
ſurreion from the dead: And when we conſider what 
the Greek Church reports, that amongſt them the bodies 
of thoſe that dye excommunicate wiil not returnto duſt 
till the cenſure be taken off 3 we may with a little Faith 
and Reaſon believe, that the ſame power that keeps them 
from their natural diſſolution, can recall them to lite and 
Union. I will not now inſiſt upon the Story of theri- 

ſing bones ſeen every year in egypt, nor the pretences 
of the Chymiſts, that they from the aſhes of lowers can 

re-produce .from the ſame materials the ſame beauties in 
colour and figures; for he that proves a certain truth from 

an uncertain Argument is like him that wears a wooden 
leg when he hath two ſound legs already 5 it hinders his 
g oing, but helps, him not, the truth of God ſands nor 
in need of ſuch Supporters. . Nature alone is a ſufficicat 
Preacher. .

Night and day, the Sun returning to the ſame point of 
Eaſt, every change of Species in the ſame matter, gene- 
ration and corruption 5 the Eagle renewing her Yo 
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and the ſnake herskin z the ſilk-worm and the ſwallows, 
the care of poſteriry, and the care of an immortal name 
Winter and Summer, the fall and the ſpring, the old Te- 
ſt:meat and the New, the words of Fob, and the viſions of 
the Prophets, the prayer of Ezekiel for the reſurrection of 
the Men of Ephra'm, and the return of Jonas from the 
Whales belly; the Hiories of the Jews,and the Narratives 
of Chriſtians, the Faith of believers, and the Philoſophy 
of the reaſonable, all joyn in the verification of this my ſte- 
ry. And amonglt theſe heaps ir is not of the leaſt confide- 
ration , that there was never any good Man, who having 
been taught this article, but if he ſery'd God he allo re- 
lyed uponthis. If he beliey'd God he believ'd this, and 
therefore S. Paw! ſays that they who were innide wie 
xor7s5, Were allo ad i; xigue , they who had no hope, 
meaning ot the reſurrection, were alſo Atheiſts, and with- 
out God inthe World. And itis remarkable what Saint 
Auſtin obſerves , that when the World ſaw the righteous A- 
bel deſtroyed, and that the murderer out liv/d his crime, and 
built up a numerous family, and grew mighty upon 
Earth, they negleRed the ſervice of God upon that ac- 
count, till God in pity of their prejudice and fooliſh 
arguings took Enoch up to Heaven to recover them from 
thcir impieries , by ſhewing them that their bodies and ſouls 
Jhould be rewarded tor ever inaneternal Union. But Chriſt 
the firſt fruits is gone before, and himſelt 4/4 promiſe 
that when himſelf was lifted up he would draw all Men at- 
ter him3 Every Man tn his own order; firſt, Chriſt, then 
they that are Chriſt's at his coming. And ſo I have done 
with the ſecond p:1ticulars not Chriſt only, but we alſo 
ſhall riſe in Gods time and our order, 

But concerning this order I muſt ſpeak a word or two, 
not onely forthe fuller handling the Text, but becauſe

And we therefore be- 
cauſe Chriſt is already riſen, But you muſt remember, 
thas the Reſurrettion and exaltation of Chriſt was the re- 
ward of his perfeR obedience and pureſt holineſs z and 
he calling us to an imitation of the ſame obedience, and 
the font perfet# holineſs, prepares a way for us to the ſame 
ReſurreRion, If we by holineſs become the Sons of God 
as Chriſt was, we ſhall alſo as he was bzcome the Sons of 
God inthe reſurreRtion 3 But upon no other terms. So 
ſaid our Bleſſed Lord himſelf : ye which have followed me 


'+*}s the regeneration, when the Sen of Man ſball ſit on the 


throne of his glory, ye alſo ſhall ſit upon thrones |uaging 
the tribes of Iſrael, For as it was with Chriſt the ficit 
fruits, ſo it ſhall be with all Chriſtians in their own or» 
der: as with the head fo itſhall be with the Members, 
He was the Son of God by love and obedience, and then 
became the Son of God by a Reſurrection from the dead 
to life Eternal , and ſo (hall wes bur we Cannot be fa in 
any other way. Tothem that are Chriſt's, and to none 
elſe ſhall this be given, For we muſt know that God 
hath ſent Chriſt into the World to be a great example 
and demonſtration of the Oeconomy and diſpenſation of 
Eternal life, As God brought Chriſt to glory, (o he will 
bring usz but by no other method. He firſt obeyed the 
will of God,aud patiently ſuffered the will of God z he 
dyed, and roſe again,and entred intoglory, and ſo muſt 
we. Thus Chriſt is made via, veritas, & vita, the way, 
the truth, and the life, that is, the true way co eternal 
life: He firſt trod this wine-preſs, and we muſt inſiſt in 
the ſame ſteps, or we ſhall never partake of this bleſſed 
relſurreQRion, He was made the Son of God in a moſt glo- 
rious manner, and we by him ; by his merit, and by his 
grace, and by his example: but other thanthis, there is 

no 
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no way of Salvation for us, That's the firſt and great 
effe& of this glorious order, 

4+ Bur there is one thing more in it yet: Every Man in 
hs own order, Firſt, Chriſt, and then they that are Chriſt's, 
But what ſhall become of them that are not Chriſt's, why 
there is an order for them too, Firſt , they that are 
Chriſt's and then they that are not his. * Bleſſed ang * Rev. 
holy i he that hath his part in the firſt Reſurretion, 1 here *** 
is 2 firſt and a ſecond ReſurreQion even after this lite. 
The dead in Chri# fhall riſe firffl, Now bleſſed are they T9 
that bave their portion here for upon theſe rhe ſecond © * 
death ſhall have no power. As tor the recalling the wic- 
ked irom their graves, it is no otherwiſe in the ſenſe of 
the Spirit to be called a ReſurreRion, than taking a Cri- 
minal from the Priſon to the Baris a giving of liberty. 
W hen poor Atilizs Aviela had been ſeized on by an A- 
poplexy, his Friends ſuppoſing him dead, carried him ro 
his Funeral pile. But when the fire began to approach, 
and the heat to wa:m the body, he reviv'd, and ſeeing 
himſelf incircled with funeral lames, call'd out aloud to 
his friends ro reſcue, -not the dead, bus the living Aviola 
from that horrid burning. But it could not be, He onely was 
reſtor'd from his ſickneſs to fall into death , and from bs 
dull Diſeaſe to a ſharp and intolerable torment, Jnſt ſo 
ſhall ce wicked live again, They ſhall receive their 
ſouls, that they may be a portion for Nevils. They ſhall 
receive their bodies, that they may feel the everlaſting 
burning, They ſhall ſee Chriſt, that they may {ook ox 
him whom they have pierced; and they ſhall hear the voice 
of God, paising upoa them the intolerable Seateace, 
They ſhall come trom their Graves that they may goin- 
to Hell; and live again that they may diefor ever, S0 
have weſeen a poor condemned Criminal, the weight 


of whoſe ſorrows ſitting heavily upon his-foul hath be- 
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awmmed him into a deep fl :ep till he hath forgotten his 
aroans, and laid afide his deep fighings : but on a ſud- 
&ajn comes the meſſenger of ceath, and unbinds the 
poppy garland , ſcatters the heavy cloud that incircled 
his miſerable head, and makes him return to aRs of life, 
thar he may quickly deſcend into death, and beno more. 
So is every inner that lies down in ſhame, and makes 
his grave with the wicked: he ſhall indeed rife again and 
be called upon by the voice of the Archange! , bur then 
he ſhall deſcead into foarrows greater than che reaſon 
and the patience of a Man, weeping and ſhreeking louder 
than the groans of the miſerable children in the valley of 
Hinnom., 

Theſe indeed are ſad ſtories 3 but true as the yoice of 
God,and the Sermons of the Holy Jeſus. They are Gods 
words, and Gods decrees: and I wiſh that all who pro- 
te(s the belief of theſe would confider ſadly what they 
mean3 If ye believe the Article of the Reſurrection, thea 
you know thatin your body you ſhall receive what you 
did inthe body, whecher it bz good or bad. It matters 
not nowvery much whether our bodies be becuteous or 
deform'd. Forif we gloriftie God in our bodies, God 
ſhall make our bodies glorious, Ir matters not much 
whether we live incaſe and pleaſure, or eat nothing but 
bitter herbs. The body that lies in duſt and aſhes, that 
goes ſtooping and feeble, that lodges at the foot of the croſs 
and dwells in diſcipline,ſhall be feaſted at the eternal ſupper 
of the lamb, And ever remember this, that beaſtly pleaſures 
and lying lips, and a deccirtul rongue, and a heart.thax 
ſonadeth forth proud things,are no geod diſpoſition to a 
bleſſed ReſurreRion, s nary agporiny drvaneuir dySrwmouE, 
It is not good that in the body we live a lite of difloluti- 
on, for that's no good harmony with that purpoſe of glory 
which God defigns the body. 
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Said Phocylliaersfor we hope that from our beds of dark- 
neſs we ſhall rile into regions of light, and ſhall bzcome 
like unto God : Thcy ſhall partake of a ReſurreRioa to 
life: and what this can infer is very obvious. For if it be 
ſo hard to believe a Reſurre&tion from one death z let 
us not be dead in treſpaſſes and fins, for a ReſurreRion 
from two deaths will be harder to be belicy'd, and harder 
tobe effeted, Bur if any of you bave loſt the life of 
Grace, and ſo forfeited all your Title to alife of Glory, 
betake your ſclyes to an carly, and an entire piety, that 
when by the firſt Reſurre&ion you have made this way 
plain before your face, you may with confidence expect 
a happy ReſurreRion trom your Grayes. For it it be 
poſstbletÞa: the ſpirit, when it is dead in fin, canariſe 
to a life of righteouſneſs 3 much more is it caſtero ſup- 
poſe that the body atter dea'h is capable of being re- 
ſtor'd agaio, And this is a conſequent of S, PauPs Argu- 
gument. 1f whey ye were enemies ye wer reconcil'd by his Rom. 
death; much more being reconci'd we ſhall be ſaved by hu 5*: 
life, plainly declaring, that it is a harder and more won- 
derfull thing for a wicked Man to become the Friend of 
God, than for one that is ſo to becarried upto Hea- 
ven and partake of his Glory, The firſt ReſurreRion is 
certainly the greater Miracle. But he that bath riſea once 
may riſe again; and this is as ſure, as that he that dies 
once may die again and die fo: ever, But he who par- 
rakes of the Death of Chriſt by Mortification, and of 
his Reſurrection by holineſs of lite and; a holy faith, 
ſhall according to the expreſsion of the Prophet 1ſateb,,.. 
Enter into his Chamber ( of Death J when = ph = 26,20, 
ods 
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God's decree ſhall ſhut the doors upon him, an there he ſhall 
be hidden for a little moment: but then (hall they that dwell 
in duſt awake and fing, with Chriſt's dead ſhill they 
ariſez all ſhall riſes but every Man in his own order, 
Chri# the firft-fruits, then they that are Chriſt's at his com- 
ing. Amen, 


I have now done with my Meditation of the Reſur- 
re&tion ; but we have a new and a ſadder ſubje& to con» 
fder: It is glorious and braye when a Chriſtian contem- 
plates thoſe glories which ſtand at the foot of the Ac- 
count of all God's Seryants: but when we conſider, that 
before all or any thing of this happens, every Chriſtian 
muſt twice exwere hominem, put off the Old man, and then 
liedownin duſt and the diſhonours of the Grave, it is 
Vinum Myrrhatum, there is Myrrhe put into our Wine, it 
is wholeſome, but it will allay all our pleaſures of rhat 
glorious expectation. But no man can eſcape it. Atter 
that the great Cyrus had rul'd long in a mighty Empire g 
yet there came a Meſſage from Heaven, not ſo (ad it 
may be, yet as decretory as the Hand-writing on the 
Wall, that arreſted his Succeſſour Darivs z 50 oxevate, 5 
Kvps, in yer 6s 9835 £744, Prepare thy (elf, O Cyrus, and 
then go unto the gods ;z he laid aſide his Tire and his 
beauteous Diadem, and covered his Face with a Cloth, 
andin a fingle Linen Iaid his honour'd Head in a poor 
humble Grave; and none of us all can avoid this Sen- 
tence. For if Witand Learning, great Fame and great 
Experience, if wife Notices of things, and an honour. 
ble Fortune, if Courage and Skill, it Prelacy and an 
honourable Age, if any thing that could give Greatneſs 
and immunity to a wiſe and prudent:man could haye 
been put in barr againſt a ſad day, and have gone for 
oo0d plea,this ſad Scene of Sorrows had not been the en- 
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tertainment of this Aſſembly. [But tell mez where ate 
thoſe great M.ſters , who while they liv'd Acurich'd in 
their ſtudies © Fam corum prebenlas alit poſeidenmt, & 
neſcio'utrum de iis cogit-nt ff Other men have got their 
Prebends nd their Digni:ies, and who knows whettier 
ever they remeinber them or no? While they liv'd they 
ſeem'd ſomething, when they are dead, every m. n for 
a while ſpeaks of them what they pleaſe, and - after- 
wards They are as if they bad not been, Bur the piety 
of the Chriſtian: Church hath made, ſome little pro» 
viſion towards an Artificial Immortality for brave and 
worthy perſons, and the Friendſhips, which our dead 
contracted while they werealive, tequire usto continue a 
fair memory as long as we can ; but they expire .in 
monethly minds, or at moſt in a faint and declining anni- 
verſaries

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And we have great reaſon ſo to do inthis preſent ſad 
zccident of the death of our late moſt Reverend Primate, 
whoſe death the Church of 1reland hath very great reaton 
to deplorez and we have great Obligation toremeNver 
his very many worthy deeds, done for this poor a:fli&d 
and deſpiſed Church. Saint Paul made an excellent 
Otation, as it were inſtituting a Feaſt of All Saints 3 Who 
all died having ob;ained 4 good report, and that excellent 
Preacher in the eleventh Chapter ot the Hebrews, made 
2 Sermon of their commemoration, For fince good men, 
while they are alivez have their Converſation in Heaven, 
when they are in Heaven it is alfo fit thatthey ſhould 
in tkeir good 'names live upon Earth, And as their 
great Examples are an excellent Sermon” to-the hying, 


and 
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and the prayſing them when Envie and Flatterie can have 
no intereſt to interpoſe; as it is the beſt and moſt vigorous 
Sermon and incentive to great things, ſoto conceal whar 
good God hath wrought by them is great unthanktulneſs 
to God, andto good men, 

Whea Dorcas died, the Apoſtle came to ſee the dead 
Corps; and the Friends of the deceaſed expreſſed their 
Grief and their Love by ſhewing the Coats that ſhe, 
whileſt we lived, wrought with her own hands. She was 
a good Needle-woman, and a good Houſwife, and did 
good te Mankind in her little way, and that it ſelf ought 
not to be forgotten, and the Apoſtle himſelf was not diſ- 
pleaſed with their little Sermons, and that ivenuoues 
which the women made upon that ſad interview. But it we 
may have the ſame liberty to record the worthy things 
ofthis our moſt venerable Father andBrotherzand if there 
remains no more of that Envie which uſually obſcures 
the ſplendour of liviog Heroes, if you can with your 
charitable though weeping eyes behold the great gitts 
of God with which he adorned this great Prelate, and not 
object the failings of humanitieto the participation of the 
Graces of the Spirir, or think that Gods gifts aretheleſs 
becauſe they are born in earthen Veſlels:, mTarres yag 
zAVoa Iapa xepacrzusyer gopiuory, for all mmen bear mortalitie 
about them, and the Cabinet is not beauteous as the Di- 
amond that ſhines within its bofom, then we may without 
interruption pay this dutie to Pjetie and Friendſhip, and 
Thanktulneſs, and deplore our (ad loſs by telling a true 
and (ad Story of this great Man, whom God hath lately 
taken from our eyes. 

He was bred in Cambridge, in Sidney Colledge, under 
Mr, Hulet, a grave and 'a worthy Man 3 and he ſhewed 
himſelf notonely a fruitful Plant by bis great Progrels in 


his ſtudies, but made bim another return of gratitude, 
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taking care to provide a good employment for him in 
Ireland where he then began to begreatly interreſted, It 
was ſpoken as an konour to A#gaſtus Ceſir, that he gave 
his Tutor an honourible Funeril3 and Marcus Antonins 
erected a Statue uato his, and Gratian the Emperor made 
his Maſter A»ſ0nius to be Conſal, and our worthy Pri- 
mate, knowing the Obligation which they paſs upon us 
who do Obſtetricar! gravide anime , help the parturient 
ſoul to bring forth fruits according to its ſeminal powers, 
was Careful not oncly to reward the induſtry of ſuch 
Pe:ſons ſo uſeful to the Church in the cultivating #z- 
fantes palmarum young Plants, whoſe joynts are to be 
ſtrerch'd and made ſtrait, but to demonſtrate that his 
Scholar knew how to value learning, when he knew ſo 
well how to reward the Teacher. 

Having paſs'd the courſe of his ſtudies in the Univer- 
ſity, and done his exerciſe with that applauſe which is 
uſually the reward of pregnant Wits and hard ſtudy, he 
was remov'd into Tork ſhire, where firſt in the City of 
York he was an afſiduous Preacher, but by the diſpoſi- 
tion of the Divine Providence , he happened to b2 in- 
gaged at Northalerton in diſputation with three prag- 
mar'cal Romiſh Prieſts of the Jeſuites Order, whom he 
ſo much worſted in the conference, and ſo ſhamecully 
diſadvantaged by the evidence of Truth, repreſented 
wiſely and Leainedly, tharthe Famous Primate of York 
Archbiſhop Matthews,a Learned and an Excelleat Prelare, 
and a moſt wort1y Preacher, hearing of that Triumph, 
ſent for him and made him his Chap'ain, in whoſe ſer- 
vice he continued till the death of the Primate z but in 
that time had given ſo much Teſtimony of his great 
Dexterity in the ConduR of Eccleſiaſtical and Civil 
Afﬀeairs, that he grew dear to his Maſtery in that em- 
ployment he was made Prebendary of York, and ow 
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of Rippon, the Dean of which Church having made him 
bis Sub-dcan, he mazaged the affairs of that Church (o 
well that he ſoon acquir'd a grea'er fame, and entered in» 
to the poſſeſſion ot many hearts, and admiration to 
thoſe many more that keew him. There, and ar his 
Parſonage he continued long todo the duty of a Leara- 
ed and good Preacher, and by his Wiidom, Eloquence 
and Deportuwieat, ſogaind the affetions of the Nobi- 
licy, Geatry and Commons of that Covatry , that as at 
his re:urn thither upon the bleſſed Reſtauraticn ot his 
moſt Sacced Majeſty , he knew himfelt oblig'd enough 
and was ſo kindas to give them a viſt', fo they by their 
coming in great numbers to meet him, t! eir. joyful re- 
cepticn of him, their great careſſhing of him; when he 
was thece, their forward hopes to enjoy him as their 
Biſhap, their trouble at his departure, their unwilling- 
neis to let him go away , gave ſignal teſtimonies that 
they were wiſe and kind enough to underſtand and va'ue 
his great worth, 

But while he lived there he was like a Diamond in 
the duſt ( or Lucins Quindins at the plow) his low for- 
tune Covered a moſt valuable Perſon, till he became ob- 
ſerv'd by $ir Thomas Wentworth Lord Prefideat of York, 
whom wc all knew for his great Excellencies, ard his 
Grea: but Glorious misfortunes. This rare Perſon eſpied 
the great abilities of Dr, Brambal/, and made him his 
Chaplain, and brought him into 1reland, as one whom 
he believed would prove the moſt fit infkrumeat to ſerve 
in that deſign which tor two years b:for2 his arrival 
here he had greatly meditated and reſolved 3 the Re- 
formation of Religion, andthe reparation of the broken 
fortunes of the Cyurch : The complaints were many, 
the abuſes great , the cauſes of the Church vaſtly nu- 
merous;z. but as faſt as they were brought in, ſo faſt they 
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were by the Lord Deputy referred back ro Dr. Bram» 
ball, who by his indefatig:ble pains, great Sagacity, 
perpetual watchtulnefs, daily and hourly conlultations, 
reducd thingsto a more tollerabl2 condition than they 
had been 1-tc in by the Schiſmarical principles of ſome, 
and the unjuſt prepoſſeſſions of others for many yeacs 
before. For atthe Reformation the Popiſh Biſhops and 
Prieſts ſeemed to conform, ind did ſo, thai kcepiag their 
B.ſhopricks they might enrich their Kindred and dila- 
pidate the Revenues of the Church which by pretend- 
ed offices, falſe informations, Fee-tarms at contemptible 
Rents, and ungodly alienations, were made low as po- 
verty it ſelf, and unfit to miniſter tothe needs of them 
that ſerv'd the Altar, or the nobleſt purpoſes of Religi- 
on, For Hoſpitality decayed , and the Biſhops were 
ealte to be opp: efled by thoſe that would, and they 
complained, bur for a long time had no helper3 till 
God raiſed up that glorious inſtrument the Earl of Straf- 
ford, who brought over with him as great affeRions 
to the Church and to all publick intereſts, and as ad- 
mirable abilities as ever before his time did inveſt and 
adorn any of the Kings Vice-gerents : and God fitted 
his hand with an inftrument good, as his skill was grear, 
For the firſt Specimen of his Abilities aad Diligeace in 
recovery of ſome loſt tythes being repreſented to his late 
Majeſty of Bleſſed and Glotious memory, it pleaſed his 
Maj-ſty upon the Death of Biſhop Downham to advance 
the Doctor to the B:ſhoprick of Derry 3 which he nor 
onely adorned with an excellent ſpirit, and a wiſe Go- 
yernment, but did morethan double the Revenue, not 
by taking any thing from them to whom it was due, 
but by reſuming ſomething of the Churches Patrimo- 
ny , which by undue means was dctained. in) unficting 


hands, 
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But his Care was beyond his Dioceſs, and his zeal broke 
outto warm all his brethren 3 and though by 1eaſon of 
the Favour and Piety of King Fames, the eſcheated 
Counties were well. provided for their Tythes, yet the 
Biſhopricks were not ſo well; till the Primare, then 
Biſhop of Derry , by the favourof the Lord Lieutenant 
and his own inceſſant and afſfiduous labour, and wiſe 
condudR , bought in divers impropriations, caacell'd ma- 
ny unjuſt alienations, and did reſtore. them to a conditi- 
on much more tolerable; I ſay much more tolerable; 
for though he rais d them above contempt, yet they 
were not nea- to envy , but he knew there could not in 
all times be wanting too many that envyed to the 
Church every degree of proſperity,ſo F#das did toChriſt 
the expence of Oyatment, and ſo Dyoniſivs told the 
Prieſt, when himſelf ſtole the golden Cloak from Apollo, 
and gave him one of Arcadian home ſpun, that ir was 
warmer for bim in Winter, and cooler in Summer. And 
for ever ſince the Church by Gods bleſſing and the fa- 
vour of Religious Kings and Princes, and Pious Nobi- 
lity, bath been endowed with fair Revenues , #nimicus ho- 
20 , the Enemy hath not been wanting by preteaces of 
Religion to take away Gods portion from the Church, 
aS if his word were intended as an inſtrument to rob 
his houſes but when the Iſraelites were governed by a 
broxgalia, and God was theit King, and Moſes his Lieu- 
tenant, and things were of his management, he was 
pleas'd by making great Proviſions for them that mini- 
ſtred in the ſervice of the Tabernacle, ro conſign this 
truth for ever, that Men as they love God, at the ſawe 
rate are to make proviſions for his Prieſts, For wien 
himſelf did it, he not onely gave the 48. Cities, with a 
mile of Glebe round about their City, every way, and 
yet the whole Country was but 140, milcs long or 
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thereabouts from Day to Beerſhebaz but befides this they 
had the Tythe of all increaſe, the firſt Fruits, offerings, 
vowes, redemptions, and in ſhort, they had 24. ſorts of 
dues as Buxtorf relatesz and all this, either broughtto 
the Barn home to them without trouble, or elſe as the 
Nature ofthe thing required , brought to the Temple, 
the firſt to make it more profitable, and the ſecond to de. 
clare that they receiyed it nor from the people, but trom 
God, not the Peoples kindneſs but the Lords Inheritance

but this I add, that they had as little to do, and muchleſs 
than a Chriſtian Prieſt, and yerin all the 24, courſes the ; 
pooreſt Prieſt amongſt them might be eſteemed a rich 
Man. I ſpeak notthis to upbraid any man, or any thing bur 
Sacriledge aad murmur, norto any other end but to re- 
preſent upon what greit and Religious grouads the then 
Biſhop ot Derry did with ſo much care and affiduous la- 
bour endeavour to reſtore the Church of Ireland co that 
ſplendor and fulneſs, Which as it is much conducing ro 
the honour of God and of Religion, God himſelf be- 
ing the Judge, ſo itis much more neceſſary tor you, 


* thenitis for us, and ſo this wiſe Prelate rarely w:1l un- 


derſtocd ir, and having the ſame adyantage and bleſſing 
as we now have, a Gracious King, and a Lieutenanc Pa- 
tron of Religion, and the Church, he improv'd the 4e- 
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poſita pietaris, a5 Origen calls them, the gages of Pierte, 74 39 


which the Religion of the Ancient Princes aud Nobles ans.

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of this Kingdom had bouatifully given to fuch .a com- 
fortable compertencie, that though there be p'ace left for 
preſeat and future Piety to enlarge it (elf, yer no Man 
bath reaſon to be diſcouraged in his dutiez niomuch tar, 
2ST have heard from a moſt worthy hand, that at his go- 
ing inta Fng/ad , he gave account tothe Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury of 30000 1. a year, inthe recovery of which 
he was greatly and principally inftrumeatal.But the goods 
of this World are called waters by Solomon. Stollen wa- 
ters are ſweet, and they are too unſtable to'be ſtopt : 
ſome of theſe waters did run back from their proper chan- 
nel and return to another courſe than God and the Laws 
inteadedy yet his labours and pious Counſels were not 
the leſs acceptable to God and go2d Men; and therefore 
by a thanktul and honourable recognition, the Conyo- 
cation of the Church of Ireland hath tranſmitted in re- 
cord to poſterity their deep reſeatment of his fingular ſer- 
vices and great abilities in this whole affair. And this ho- 
nour will for ever remain to that Biſhop of Derry; he had 
a Zermbbabel who repair d the Temple and reſtor'd its 
beautie, but he was the Foſhua, the high Prieſt, who un- 
der him miniſtred this blefling to the Congregations of 
the Lord. 

But his care was not determin'd in the exteriour part 
only and acceſſaries of Religion, he was careful, and he 
wasproſperous in it to reduce that Divine and excellent 
Service of our Church to publick and conſtant exerciſe, 
to Unitieand Deyotion z andto cauſe the Articles of the 
Church of England to be accepted as the Rule of pub- 
lick Confeſſions and perſwafions here, that they and we 
might be populus uni labit, of one heart, and one 
lip, building up our hopes of Heaven on a moſt Holy 
Faithz3 and taking away that Shibbolerh which made this 
Chyrch liſp too undecently, or rather in ſome little de. 
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gree tO ſpeak the ſpeech of Aſhod , 2nd not the lan- 
guage of Canaaz; and the excellent and wiſe pains te 
rook in this particuiar no Man can dehoneftate or re- 
proach , but he that is not willing to conteis thar the 
Church of England is the beſt Retormed Churc! in rtie 
World, But whea the biave Roman I:anmery uncer 
the Conduct of Manlius aſcended up to the Cipitol to 
defend Religion and t':eir Alrars from the iucy of the 
Gas/s , they all pray'd to God , Ur quemadmodun: <(; 
ad defendendum Templum ejus concurriſſent, ita ille wir- 
tutem eorum numine [uo weretur. That as they came (9 
defeahis Temple by their Arms, ſo he would detend 
their-perſons.and that Cauſe with his Power and Divi- 
nity. And this excellent Man in the Cauſe of Religion 
found the like Blefling which they prayed fors God by 
the proſp-rity of his Labours and a bleſſed effect gave 
teſtimony notonely of the Piety and Wiſdom of his pur- 
poſes, but that he loyes to Þlets a wiſe Inſtructour-when 
be is vigorouſl; employed in a wiſe and religious Labour, 
He overcame the difficulty in defiance of all ſuch pre- 
tences as were made cvea fram Religion it ſelf to ob- 
ſtru& the better procedure of real and material Rcli- 
eicn, 

Theſe were great things, and matter, of great envys 
and like the fiery eruptions of Yeſsvius might with the 
very Aſhes of Conſumption have buried anothee Maa. 
At firſt indeed, as his Bleſſed Maſter, the moſt Holy. Jeſus 
had, ſo alſo he bad his aynwm acceptabilem. Ar firſt the 
Produ@ was nothing but great Admiration at his ſtu- 
pendious parts, and wonder at his mighty diligence, and 
obſervation of 'his unuſval zeal in fo goud and preat 
things; bur this quickly paſs'd into the n:tural Daugh- 
ters of Envy , uſpicion and detra@ion , the ſpirit of 
obloquy and ſlander, His zeal for tecovery of - the 
Church

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Church Revenues was calted Oppreſfion, and Rapine] 
Covetouſneſs and Injuſtice 3 his care of reducing Religi- 
on to wiſe and juſt:fiable Principles was called Popery 
and Arminianiſm, aad I know not what names, which 
{gnifie what the Authours are pleaſcd co mean, and the 
people co conſtrue and to hate z The intermedial proſpe- 
rity of his perſon and fortune, which he tad as an Earneſt 
of a greater Reward to ſo well-meant Labours, was ſup- 
pos'd to be the produRion of illiberal Arts and ways of 
getting s and the neceſlary refieſhment of his wearied 
ipirits, which did not always ſupply all his needs, and 
were ſometimes leſs than the permilsions even of prudent 
Charity, they call'd Intemperance z Dederunt enim ma- 
lum Metelli Nevis potte; their own Surmiles were the 
Bills of Accuſation, and the ſplendour|ot his great «ya0c- 
#1, or doing of good works, w as the great probation of 
all their calumnies, But if Envy be the Accuſer, what 
can be the Defences of Innocence?

Our bleſſed Saviour knowing tte unſatisfiable angers of 
Men, if their money or eſtates were medled with, refus'd 
to divide an inheritance amongſt brethreazit was not to be 
imagin'd that this great perſon inveſted, as all his brethren 
were, with infirmities of mortality, and yet employed in 
dividing and recovering and apportioning of Lands, 
ſhould be able to bear all that reproach which jealoufie 
and ſuſpicion, and malicious envy could invent againſt 
him, But a Expos more uertercory it chgur, Taid S ophocles - 
and ſo did hes the affrightments brought to his great fame 
and reputation made him to walk more warily, anddo 


juſtly, and a& prudently, and conduct his aff:irs by the 
A mea- 
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meaſures of laws, as far as he underſtood; and 'indeed 
that wasa very grea' way: But there was aperts ju#1- 
tia, clauſa manus ; Juſtice was open, but his hand was 
ſhuts and though every flanderer could tell a ſtory, yet 
none could prove that ever he received a bribe to blind 
his eyes, to the value of a pair of gloves. Ir was his 
own expreſſion when h- gave glory ro God, who Fad 
preſery'd him innocent, But becauſe every mans cauſe 
is right in his own eyes, it was hard for him fo to ac- 


; quir himſelf, that in the jntrigues of law and difficult 


caſes, ſome of his Enemics ſhould not ſeem (whenthey 
were Feard alone ) to ſpeak reaſon againſt him. Bur 
ſee the greatnels of truth and prudence, and how great- 
ly God Rood with him. When the numerous Armies 
of vcxed people, Turbs gravis pact, placideque inimica 
quieti, beap'd up Catalogues of accuſations , when th2 
Pailiamenc of Treland imitating the violent procedures 
ot the then diforde:ed Engliſh , when his glorious Pa- 
tron was taken from his Fead, and he was diſ-robed of 
his great defences, when Peticions were invited, and ac- 
cuſations furniſhed, and calumny was rewarded and ma- 
nag'd with Art and Power, when there were above 200. 
Petitions put in againſt him, and himſelf denycd leave 
to anſwer by word of mouth z when he was long impri- 
ſon'd, and treated ſo, that a guilty Man would have been 


broken into affrightment «and pititul and low conſide- 
” rations, yet then he himſelf ſanding almoſt alone like 


Gallimachsus it Marathon inveſted with Enemies , and co- 
ver'd with arrows 3 defended himſelf beyond all the 
powers of guiltineſs, even with the defences of truth 
and the bravery of innocence, and anſwered the Pe- 
titions in writing, ſometimes twenty in a day, with fo 
much clearneſs, evidence of truth, reality of Fa, and 
Teſtimony of Law, that his very Enzmi:s were a- 
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ſham'd and convinc'ds. they found they had done like 
e/Eſops viper , they licked the file till their tongues bled g 
but himſelf was wholly invulnerable. They were there- 
fore forc'd to leave their muſter-rolls and decline the 
particulars, and fall to their # wiye to accuſe him for 
going about to ſubvert the fundamental laws 3 the way 
by which great Sirafford and Canterbury fell 3 which 
was a device, when all reaſons faild, to opprels the 
Eacmy by the bold affirmation of a concluſion they 
could not prove, they did like thoſe Gladiatores whom 
the Romans call'd retiaries , whea they could not ſtab 
their Enemy with their daggers , they threw- nets over 
him, and cover'd him with a general miſchief. But the 
Martyr King, Charles the Firſt , of moſt glorious and E- 
te:nal Memory , ſeeing {o grear a Champion likely to 
be oppreſs'd with numbers and deſpair, ſent what reſ- 
cue he could, his Royal Letter for his bail, which was 
hardly granted to hims and when it was, it was upon 
ſuch hard terms, that his very delivery was a perſecu- 
tion, So neceſſary it was for them who intended todo 
miſchief to the publick, to take away the ſtrongeſt pil- 
lars of the houſe. This thing I remark to acquit this 
reat Man from the tongue of flander, which had fo 
Idly ſpoken, that it was certain ſomething would ſtick, 
yet was ſo impotent and unarm'd that it could not 
kill that great fame which his greater worthineſs hid 
procur'd him. Ir was ſaid of Hippajss the Pythagorean, 
that bcing ask'd how and what he had done : He an- 
fwer'd, nondum nihil,neq enim adhuc mihi invidetur, I have 


- done nothing yet, ftorno Man envies me. He that does 


oreat things cannot avoid the tongues and teeth of en- 
vy 5. but | S cw——_ muſt paſs for eyidences, the brayeſt 
Hero's muſt always be the moſt reproached Perſonis ia the 
World.. 
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Naſcitur #tolicus, pravum ingenioſus ad omne ; 
ut facere aſſueras, pairiz non degener arts, 
Candida de nigris, &f de Gandentibus atra. 


Every thing c:n have an illname, and anill fence put 
upon itz but God who takes care of reputations as he 
does of lives, by the orders of his providence confutes 
the ſlanderec, #t memoria juſtorum fit in benedifFionibus, 
that the memory of the righteous Man might be em- 
ba!m'd with honour, and ſo it hapned to this great 
Man ; for by a publick warranty, by the concurrent con- 
ſear of both Houſes of Parliament, the Libellous Pe- 
titions againſt him, the falſe records and publick monu- 
meats ot injurious ſhame were cancell'd , and he was re- 
ſtor'd i integram to that fame where his great labours 
and juſt procedures had firſt eftated him 3 which though 
it was but juſtice, yet it was alſo ſuch an honour , that 
it is greater than the virulence of tongues, which bis wor- 
thinels and their envy bad arm'd againſt him. | 

But yetthe great ſcene of the troubles was but new» 
ly open'd. I ſhall not refuſe ro ſpeak yet more of his 
troubles; as remembring that $, Paul, when he diſcourſes 
of the glories of the Saints departed, he tells more of 
their ſufferings than of their proſperities , as being that 
laboratory and Cryſable in which God makes his Ser- 
yants vcſſe's ot honour to his glory : the ſtorm quick- 
ly grew high s & tra»fitum eſt a linguis ad gladios, and 
that was indeed 4&:xia Fyxuoe nan; iniquity h:d put on 
arms z when it iS arm nequitia, then a Main is hard 
put to it. The Rebellion breaking out, the Biſhop 
went to his charge at Derry , and becauſe he was within 
the defence of Walls, tbe execrable Traytor Sir Phel/z 


O Neale laid a ſnare to bring him to a diſhonourable 
E 3 death. 
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death, For he wrote a Lettec to the Bilhvp3 pretend- 
ed Intelligence between them, defit'd thar according 
to their former agreemeat ſuch a Ga'e might be deliver'd 


to him. - ThetMeſl-nger was not advigd to be cautious, 


nor at all inſtructed in the art of ſecrecy, for it was in- 
tended that he ſhould be ſearchi'd ; inteicepted and 
hang'd for ought they car'd: butthe Arrow was ſhot a- 
gainſt the Biſhop, - that he might be accuſed for baſe con- 
{piracy, and die with ſhame and ſad diſhonour; But here 
God manifeſted his mighty cate of his Se. vants z he was 
pleas'd to ſend into tHe heart of the Meflengcr ſuch 
an affrightmenr, that he dire&ly ran away with the Let- 
ter, and ncyver durſt come near' the Town to deliver it. 
This Rory was publiſh'd by Sir Phelim himſelf, who ad- 
ded, thatit he could haye thus enſnar'd the iBiſhop, he 
had good aſſuranue the Town ſhould have b:en hi: own, 
Sed bonitas Det: pravalitura e# ſuper ompem malitiam bo- 
minis. The goodneſs of God is greater thanallthe ma- 
lice of Men, and'-nothing could ſo prove how dear 
that ſacred lite:was;to God, as his reſcueftrom the dans» 
gers. Stantia non poterant tifta probartdeos, To bave kept 
him ina warny houfe- had-;been nothing, unleſs the root 
had fallen upon his hezds thatreſcue was a remark of 
Divine favour and Providence. Bur it {: ems Sir Phelim's 
Treaſon agaia(t the Life of this worthy Maa had a Cor- 
reſpondent in the Town5 and it broke out ſpeedily , 
for what they could not «ffe&t by malicious ſtratagem, 
they did in part by opea force : they turned the Biſhop 
out of the Town, and upon trifliag and unjuſt prerences 


ſearch'd his Carriages, and took what they pleas'd ,till 


they were aſham'd to take more; they did worſe than 
Givorce him from his Church; (tor: in all the Reman di- 
vorces, they ſaid, Twas ttbi res habeto,, Take your Goods 
and begonez but Plunder was Religion then; however, 


though 
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though the uſage was ſad, yet it was recompenc'd to him 
by his taking Sanctuary in Oxford, where he was graci- 
ouſly receiv d by that 'moſt incomparable and Nivine 
Prince 3 but having ſerv'd the King in York-ſbire by his 
Pen, and by his Counſels, and by his Intereſts, return'd 
backto Irelava, where under the excellent Condu of 
his Grace th: now Lord Lieutenaat, he ran the riſque and 
fortune of oppreſſed virtue, 

But God having ſtill reſolv'd to affl:@_ us, the good 
Man was forc'd into the fortune of the Patriarchs, to 
leave his Countrey and his Charges, aad ſeek for ſafety 
and breadin a ſtrange Landz for to the Prophets were 
usd todo, wandring up and down in Sheeps clothing z 
but poor as they wete, the; World. was not worthy of 
theme3 and this worthy Man deſpifing the ſhame took up 
his Croſs and followed his Maſter, E xilium cauſaipſa j#- 
bet (6b dulce vidert, & deſiderium dulce levat Patrie, He 
was not athamed to ſuffer, where the Cauſe was honoura- 
bleand glorious z- but ſp God provided tor'the needs of 
his baniſhed, and ſeat a Man who could miniſter comfort 
tothe affli ed, and courage to the perſecuted, and reſo- 
lutions tothe tempted, and-ſtrength to thar Religion for 
which they all (uffere 1. : -/ £2 .9:.:D9 

And here this great Man was indeed triumphant, This 


was one of the laſt and beſt Scenes of hisLite,; ju: 9; Pindsr, 


6T1A0Y 01 ueyrus; cequraru? The laſt days arethe beſt witnel\- 
ſes of a Man,, Burt ſoit was, that he ſtood up'in publick 
and bravedefence for the Do&rine and Diſcipline of: the 
Churchof England, Firſt, by his ſufferings and great 
example, for Yerbis tantum Philoſophari non'e# Dodtoris, 
fed hiftrionts 3 Tonalk well, and not todo bravely isfor a 
Comedian, not a Divine:. bur this-great: Man did both ; 
he (uff.red his own calamity with greagcourages /and/by 

his wiſe diſcou.ſesſtrengthned the heatts of 'orhiers, * r- 
or 
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For there wanted not diligent temprers in the Church 
of Rome, who Qaking adyantage of the 4Mictions of his 
Sacred Majeſty, in which State Men com monly ſuſp-& 
every thing , and like men in fickneſs are willing to 
change from ſide to fide, hoping for eaſe, and finding 
none) flew ar Royal Game, and hop'd to draw away the 
King from that Religion which his moſt Royal Father 
the beſt Man, and the wiſeſt Prince in the World, had 
ſeal'd with the beſt Bloud in Chriſtendom ; and which 
bimſfelf fuck'd in with his Education, and had contirm'd 
by choice an&reaſon, and confeſs'd publickly and braye- 
ly, and hath ſince reſtor'd proſperouſly, AM{irere was 


the Man, witty and bold enoughro attempt a zealous and 


a fooliſh undertaking, and addrefs'd himſelt with igno= 
ble indeed, but witty Arts, to perſwade the King to 
leave what was dearer to him than his Eyes. Ir is 
true, it was a Wavedaſh'd againſt a Rock, and an Arrow 
ſhot againſt the Sun, it could not reach him, bur the 
Biſhop of Derry turn'd it alſo, and made it to fall upon 
the ſhooters's head 3 for he made ſoingenious, ſo leiraed 
and fo acute Reply ro that Book, be ſo diſcover'd the 
Errours of the Roman Church, retorted the Arguments, 
ſtared the Queſtions, demonſtrated the Truth, and ſham'd 
their Procedures, that norhing cou'd be a g:eater Argu- 
ment of the Biſhops Learning, great parts, dep judge- 
ment, quickneſs of apprehenſion, and fincerijry in the 
Catholick and Apoſtolick Faith, or of the follies and 
prevarications of the Church of Rewme. He wrote no 
Apologies for himſelf, though ir wer: much to be 
wiſh'd, that as F#wiss wrote his own Life, or Moſes his 
own ſtory, ſo we might bave underſtood from himſelf 
how great things God had done for him and by him ; 
butall char he permitted to-God, and was filent in his 
own Defences, Gloriofins enims e#t injuriam tacends fugere, 


quam 
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quam reſpendendo ſuperare y but whenthe hogour and con- 
icieace of his King, and the intereſt of a true Religion 
was at ſtake, the tire burnt within him, and at laſt he 
ſpake with his Tongues he cried out like the Sun of 
Creſus, arlporr, wi xeirs Koioory take heed, and meddle 
not with the King, his Perſon is tooſacred, and Religi- 
on too dear to him to be aſſaulted by yulgar hands. In 
ſhort, he acquir bimſelf in this affair wich ſo much Truch 
and Pietie, Learning and Judgemeat, that in thoſe pa- 
pers: his Memory , will laſt umto very late ſucceeding 
Generations. . 

Bur this moſt reverend Prelate found a nobler adver- 
ſary, and a braver Scene for his contention. He found 
thatthe Roman Prieſts being wearied and baffled by che 
wiſe Diicourſcs and pungent Arguments of the Eogliſh 
Divines dad ſtudiouſly declined any more to diſpure the 
particular queſtions againſt us, but fell at liſt upon a ge- 
neral charge, imputing to the Church of England the 
great Crime of Schiſm 3 and by this they thought they 
might with moſt prob bility deceive uawary and unskil- 
ful Readers 3 for they ſaw the Schiſm, and they ſaw we 
h:d left them.aad becauſe they conſider'd not thecauf:s, 
they reſolv'd to out-face usin the charge. But now it was 
that dignum naiFus argumentum, having an argument fit 
to employ his great abilities,

The Biſhop now dedicates his Jabours to the ſervice of 
God and of his Church, undertook thequeſtion, and in 
a ful} diſcourſe-proves the Church of Rowe not onely 
to be guilty of the Schiſm by making it neceſfary to de- 


part from them, but they did aRuate the S$chi 1 and 
theme 
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themſelves made the firſt ſeparation in the great point of 
the Popes Supremacy, which was the Palladinrws for 
which they 'priacipally contended. He made it appear 
thar the Popes of Rome were Uurpers of the rights of

Sentiments of the Primitive Church. He ſtated the 
Queſtions fo wiſely, and conducted them ſo prudently, 
and handled them ſo learnedly, that I may truly ſay, 
they were never more materially: confuted by any man, 
fince thequeſtionshave ſo untappily diſturbed Chriſten- 
dom. FYerum hoc eos male wſ{it :, and: they finding them- 
ſelves\{mitten under the fifth rib, ſet up an old Champion 
of their own, a Gol4ah to fight againſt the Armies of 7/- 
racl, Theold Biſhop of 'Ehalcedon., known to mariy of 
us, replyedto this excellent book z but'was ſo anſwered 
by a rejoynder made by the Lord Biſhop of Derry, in 
which he ſo preſs'd the former arguments, refuted the 
Cavils, brought in ſo many impregnable-anthorities and 
__ and added ſomany moments and weights to 

is diſcourſe, that the pleaſures of reading the book

I will not infiſt upon his other excellent writings3 
bur it is known every where with what Piety and a- 
cumen he wrote againſt the Manichean docrine of fatal 
neceflity , which a late witty Man had pretended to a- 
dorn with a new vizor z but this excellent perſon waſhed 
off the ceruſs and the meretricious paintings, rarely 
well aſſerted the Oeconomy of the Divige Provideace, 
and having once more triumph'd oyer his adverſary, 
plenus widtoriarum & tropheorum, betook Mim(elf to the 
mote agrecable attendance upon ſacred. offices 3. and ha- 
ving uſefully and wiſely difcourſed of the Sacred Right 
of Confirmation, impoſed hands upon the moſt illuſtri- 
ous Princes, the Dukes of York and Glocefter,, and the 
Princeſs Royal, and miniftred rothem the promiſe of the 
Holy Spirit, and minifterially eſtabliſhed chem in the re- 
ligion and ſervice of the Holy Jeſus z 4nd one thing more 
1 ſhall remark , that at his leaving thoſe parts upon the 
Kings return, ſome of the Remonſtrant Miniſters of the 
Low Countries coming to take thelr leaves of this great 
Man, and defiring that by his means the Church of Eng- 
land would be kind to them, be had reaſon to grant it,

are great things ſpoken of. his Predeceſſor S, _

not; but we were all witneſſes that the late Primate, 
whoſe memory we now celebrate,did by an extraordinary 
! contingency of providence in one day Cconfecrate two

all the Churches in 1y!/ayd, and was greatly inſtrumental 
tothe re endowments of the whole Clergy3 and in the 
greateſt abilities, and incomparable induſtry, was inferiour 
co none of his moſt glorious Antcceſſors. |

He was learned in the Scriptures 5 $kill'd in ſecular Phifo- 
ſophy, and not unknowing inthe Civil and Canon Laws 
(in which ſtudies 1 wiſh the Clergy were with fome care- 
tulneſs and diligence ſill more converſant ) he' was of an 
excellent ſpirit, a Scholar in his diſcourſes,an early and in- 
duſtrious Preacher tothe People, And as if there were a 
more particular Sympathy between their fouls, our Pri- 
mate had ſo great a venerationto his memory, that he pur- 
poſed if he had liv'd , to have reſtored his monument in 
Dundalke, which time, or impiety, or unthankiulnefs Fad 
either omitted or deſtroyed. Sogrent alovyer Ite was of all 
true and inherent worth.that hz loved irin the very memo- 
ry of the dead, and to have ſuch great examples tranf- 
mitted to the iatuition and imitation of poſterity. .

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At his _— the Primacy. he knew he ſhould at firſt - 
eſpie little befides the ruines of difcipline, a Parvelt of 

thorgnes and herefies prevailing ia the hearts of the 
People,the Churches poſſeſſed by Wolves and intruders, 
Means hearts greatly eſtranged from true religion, &there- 
fore he ſec himſelt to weed the fields ot the Church he 
treated the Adverſaries ſometimes ſweetly, lometimes he 
confuted them learnedly , ſometimes he rebuked them 
ſharply. He viſited his charges diligeatly, aad in his own 
perſon,not by proxies, and inſt.umeatal deputatians,que- 
rens non noſtra, ſed nos, & que ſunt Feſu Chriſti, he de- 
figned nothing that we knew of but the redintegration of 
Religion, the honour of God and the King, the reſtoring 
of collapſed diſcipline, and the renovation of faith and 
the ſervice of God in the Churches. And ſtill he was 
indefatigable, and, even as the Jaſt ſcene of his life, intend- 
ed toundertakea Regal viſitation, Quid enim vultis me 
otioſum a Domino eomprehendi, (aid one, he was not wil- 
ling that God ſhould take him un-imployed 3 But gocd 
Man he felc his Tabernacle ready to fall in pieces, and 
could go no further; for God would have no more work 
done by that hand; he therefore eſpying this put his 
houſe in order,and had lately viſited his Dioceis,and done 
what he then could co pur his charge in o:derz for he had 
a good while ſince received the ſentence of death within 
himſelf ; and knew he was ſhortly toreader an account of 
bis ſtewardſhip. He therefore upon a brisk alarm of 
death, which God fent him the laſt Fanuary, made his will; 
in which beſides the prudence and preſence of ſpirit ma« 
Aifeſted in making 2 juſt and wile ſettlement of his Eſtate, 
and proviſions for his deſcendants, at midnight, and in 
the trouble of his ficknels, and circumſtances of addreſ- 
ling death,he ſtill kept a ſpecial ſentiment & made conte(- 


tion 
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ſion of Gods admirable merciesand gavethanks that God 
had pe:mitted him to live to (ezthe bleſſed reſtauration 
of his Majeſty and th: Chu:ch of England, confels'd his 
Faith to be the (ame as ever, gave prayſes to God that he 
was born and bred up in this Religion, and prayed to God 
and hop:d he ſhould dye in the Communion of this 
Church, which He declared to be the moſt pure and Apo- 
ſolical Church in the whole World: | 

He prayed to God to pardon his frailties and infirmi- 
ties, relyed upon the mercies of God and the metits of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and with a ſingular ſweetneſs reſign'd up 
his ſoul into the hands of his Redeemer, 

But God, who is the great Choragws and Maſter of the 
Scenes of Lite andDeath, was not pleaſed then to draw the 
Curtains; there was an Epilogue to his Life yet to be ated 
and ſpoken. He return'd to ARions and Life, and went 
on inthe Methods of the ſame procedure as betore z was 
deſirous ſtill to eſtabliſh the affairs of the Church, com- 
plain'd of ſome diſorders which he purpoſed to redreſs, 
girt himſelf co the work; but though his ſpirit was williog, 
yet his fleſh was weak z and asthe Apoſtles inthe veſpers 
of Chriſts paſſion, ſo he in the Eves of his owa difſoluti- 
on was heavy, not to ſl:ep, but heavie unto death, and 
look'd for the laſt warning, which ſeiz'd on him in the 
midſt of buſineſs; and though ir was ſuddain, yet it could 
not b2 unexpected, or unprovided by ſurprize; and there- 
{ore could beno other then that ivlaracia which Augeſtms 

uſed to wiſh unto himſelf, a civil and well natur'd death, 
without the amazement of troubleſome circumſtances, or 
the great cracks ot a falling houſe, or the convulſions of

He hop'd that the pains of the laſt diſſolution were littk

cold 6- but ſhort, I: happened fo ta this excelleat Man x 
his paſfive fortitude had been abundantly tried b:fore, 
and therefore there was the leſs need of itnow. His active 
graces had been: abundantly: demonſtrated by the great 
aad ga things he did 3 and therefore his laſt Scene was 
not ſo kboriousy but God call'd him away ſomthing aftec 
the manner of Moſes g which the Jews expreſs, by oſcalum 
oris Del; the kiſs of Gods mouth, that 45, a death indeed 
fore-ſignificd, but geatle, and ſerene and without remp- 
tation. 

- Toſnmmeup all, he wasa wiſe Prelate, a learned Do- 
Rolir, a juſt Man, a true Friend, a great bene!actour to 
a thankful beneficiary where he was oblig'd him- 
£ e was a faithful Servant to his Maſters, a loyal 
Subje&rto the King, a zealous Afertor of his Religion 
againſt Popery on one fide, and tanaticiſm on the &ther, 
The practice of his Religion was not ſo muctrin torms 
and exteriour miniſteries, though he was a great 'obſer- 
ver of all the publick rites and miniſteties of the Church, 
aSit was in doing good for others, He was like Myſoz 
whomthe Scythian Anacharſ;s ſo greatly prais'd z © wiewy 
iy Gizoy Gixions xaad;s, he govern'd his family well, he gave 
toall their due of maintenance and dutie, he did great 
b-nefitro mankind he bad the fate of the Apoſtle Saint 
Pasnl; he paſs'd thorow evil zeport and good report, 
aS a deceiver, and. yettrue. He was a man of great bu- 
ſineſs and great reſort, Semper aliquis in Cydonts domo, 
as the Corinthian ſaid: There was alwayes ſome body 
in. C 5dons houſe g he was wuigigey + blor Tpſp xai Bipag, he 
divided his life imo: labour, and his book z he took care 
of his Churches when. he was alive, and even atter his 
death, having left 500 1. for the repair'of his Cathedral of 
Armagh and S, Peters Churchin Drogheda. He was " =

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cellent Scholar, and ra ely-well accompliſh'd firſt in” 


ruted co great exceHency by natural parts,: andtheh 
conſummated by ſtudy and experience, : Me/ant#hoy was 
us'd to ſay, that himſelf was a Logician, Pomeranus a 
Grammarian, F##ss Fenas an Oratour, but that Luther 
wasall theſe, It was greatly-true of him, that the fingle

baniſhment; for as Pareus was at Anvilla, Luther at Wit 

tenburg, $, Athanfevs and $, Chryſoſtom in their baniſh- 
ment, $S, Hierom in his retirement at Bezhlehem, they were 
Oracles to them that needed it; ſo was he in Holland and 
France where he was abroad and befide the particular en- 
dearments which his friends receiv'd from him, for hedid 
do relief to his Brethren that wanted, and ſupplied the 
Souldiers out of his ſtore in Tork ſhire , when _—

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could but ill ſpare its but be receiv'd publick thanks from 
abeConvocation, of which he was Preſident, and;publick 
juſtification fromthe Parliament where he was Speaker ; 
ſothat although,as one (iid, Miraond? inflar vite iter, ſilon- 
gum, fine we percurrere, yet no.man had greater Ene- 
mics, and no Man had greater juſtifications, 
But God bath taken our £4444 from our heads this day. 
I pray God that ar. leaſt his Mantle may b lefc behiade, 
and that his ſpirit may be doubled upon his Succeſlour 3 
and hat we may all meet together with him at the right 
hand of the Lamb, where every Man ſball receiye accord- 
ing to his deeds, whether they be good, or whether they 
be evil. I conclude, with the words of Cajus Plinius, equi- 
dems beatos puto quibus Deorum munere datum eft ant facere 
ſeribenda, aut jcribere legends, He wrote many things fit 
to be read, and did very many things worthy to be write 
ten, which if we wiſely imitate we may hope to mett him 
In the Reſurrection of the juſt 5 and feaſt with him in the 
Eternal Supper of the Lamb, there to fing perpetual An- 
thems to the honour of God the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoſt, to whom be all Honour, &«. 1 
os ; 
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
